having trouble 


serving community

The status of a group of Lompoc Valley radio operators is up in the 
air today pending resolution of problem s that have clouded then 
efforts to serve the community. 
Representatives of ihe operators have met with Lompoc city 
officials to explore the desire of the operators to become an official 
arm of the city in emergencies. 
Fred Nachman, spokesman for the Valley of the Flowers C itizen 
Band 
Em ergency 
Communications 
Network, 
seeks 
official 
recognition. Results of a fullscale meeting between Nachman and his 
associates and city officials remains clouded 
Nachman and his people say they can put a dozen or more mobile 
radio units into the field within minutes and point to their record as 
proof of their ability. 
M embers of the group responded to a distress call at sea last fall and 
aided in the rescue of survivors who had clung to pieces o! wreckage 
for hours. Nachman also lists fullscale efforts during the Mission Hills 
tire of last July 17: a fishing boat disaster on July 21; the Vandenberg 
Village Country Club fire of Aug. 14; an emergency blood run to 
G rover City on Sept. 5. More recently, Nachman says, his fellow radio 


operators aided in the dragnet that sought to block the escape ot 
arm ed robbers who had hit a drive-in theater in Lompoc, aided the 
search tor a small girl missing for 24 hours on Vandenberg Air Force 
Base, this week; Dustin Griffith, assistant, city administrator, heads 
the city s part ot the negotiations. 
Some weeks ago he told the 
operators that it might prove that the group should align itself with a 
larger entity than Lompoc because most of the emergencies occur 
outside the limits of the city. 
Today he told the Record that the one major requirement would be 
that the operators as a group would have to fall under the authority oi 
the city, accept the city's direction and comply with all city directives 
and authority. 
He said the group had declined to make such a 
commitment 
thus tar. Nevertheless he is exploring the m atter 
further. ’Any time we can find a group with such capacity to help in 
emergencies, we 11 take advantage of it it we can * Griffith said 
After all, the term Civil Defense means citizens aiding government 
That's where the m atter rests. 
Griffith and Ray Robertson, the 
city's safety director plan to m eet with Nachman and his associates 
again in the near future. 
Meanwhile according to Nachman, the CBers continue turning out

with 90 mile per hour winds

edged closer to the North Carolina 
coast today, spinning oft before it 90- 
mile-an-hour winds which smashed 
store windows, ripped down power 
lines and kicked up high tides to 
flood low-lying areas. 
More than 2.000 refugees from the 
storm were housed at 16 Red Cross 
em ergency shelters in schools and 
arm ories along the coast. There 
were no kcovfp deaths 
in ju re s 
The National Hurricane Center 
said the center of the hurricam was 
20 miles offshore at 10 a.m. EDT 
and moving slowly northwestward 
The storm s highest winds hit the

population, about dawn and knocked 
out electric power and telephone 
communications. It then stalled for 
m ore than three hours with its 
center 30 miles offshore before 
edging slowly inland again.

He said he couldn t stand the massive waste and 
m ism anagem ent he saw. and that he tried to correct the 
situation

Poore said it was 
most unfortunate that the statem ents 
of this one individual, with only partial information, receive 
and require the attention of so m any other people who are 
dedicated to the C5A program , its efficient execution and 
completion 
But Durham, who said he was assigned employe no. 526 
798 when he worked tor Lockheed, kept reaching into a 
cardboard t ding cabinet at his side 
He pulled out a package ot rust-covered drill bits and said 
they had been stored outdoors in a rain barrel along with 
other expensive equipm ent He said 42 4 tons ot steel w ere 
left outside on racks to rust in a waste of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. 
Then he produced a tour-inch steel rod that he said 
Lockheed had bought for $25 - m any tim es its actual value 
and then casuallv discarded

Fillerup said. "O ur grow ers and 
processors have worked for years to 
build foreign m arkets.

But our inability to 
deliver now has encouraged our 


custom ers to look elsew here, and 
there is a genuine danger that we 
will not be able to recapture these 
markets.*'

Dear Dr. Lamb—1 have 
had stomach ulcers for a 
long time and have had 
three operations, with 75 per 
cent of my s t oma ch re­ 
moved and the last time the 
nerves were clipped. Since 
then, I have diarrhea prettv 
bad, get spel ls of a sick 
stomach and am real weak 
and nervous. Sometimes it 
bothers me nearly every 
day and other times not for 
two weeks. 
My doctor told me not to 
take medicine, that it should 
clear up in two years. That 
time is past and it seems to 
be getting worse. The doctor 
died r e c e n t l y and 1 won­ 
dered if you could give me 
any advice as to diet, treat­ 
ment, etc. I am a welder. Is 
hard work injurious? 


Dear Reader—You are de­ 
le r i bi ng what is called 
“ dumping.” It is a compli­ 
cation of your surgery. The 
problem disappears in most 
patients within a vear after 
surgery, but in a few it per­ 
sists. 
The food that would nor­ 
mally stay in the stomach to 
be mixed and acted upon by 
stomach fluids is ‘‘dumped’ 
immediately into the small 
intestine 
Usually, part of 
the small intestine has also 
been removed at surgery. 
The dummng over distends 
the small intestine, which 
is not used to receiving such 
a large bulk of food at one 
time. 
In an effort to dilute the 
food mixture, fluid pours 
into the intestine from the 


bloodstream, just like it does 
after certain laxatives. This 
increases the overloading of 
the intestine and produces a 
laxative effect. 


The loss of fluid from the 
bloodstream can decrease 
the volume of blood, causing 
a person to feel faint 
The events also trigger the 
release of excess insulin, 
c aus in g low blood sugar 
symptoms, including nerv­ 
ousness and anxiety.

down on carbohydrates and 
concentrate more on protein 
for your diet, Eat small 
meals frequently. Try a five- 
or six-times-a-day routine of 
a small amount of food. 
When possible, lie down im­ 
mediately after eating to dis­ 
courage early emptying of 
the stomach. Use some fat 
in your diet to delay empty­ 
ing of the stomach. (You’ll 
get this anyway if you eat 
meats.) Don’t drink any liq­ 
uids during or immediately 
after eating. All of these 
measures are designed to 
p re v e n t overloading the 
stomach to prevent sudden 
“ dumping” of the food into 
the small intestine. Sugars 
and c a r b o h y d r a t e foods 
seem to make the problem 
worse. (Avoid coffee, tea, 
colas and cigarettes.) 
My last bit of advice is to 
find a new doctor. Everyone 
should have a doctor who 
has seen him at least once— 
before he needs him for a 
sudden illness. It works bet­ 
ter that way for you and the 
doctor.

It seem s that under an obscure 
I tah mining law Kennecott Copper, 
as the mine operator, has the right 
to condemn any property it deem s 
neces.sary as a right - ot - way to 
keep the m ine operating. So, using 
the law as a tool. Kennecott has 
condemned Bingham Canyon's Mam 
Street, and along with it. the city 
hall and tire house. Also involved is 
a privately operated m useum and

precariously perched on a ledge high 
above the open - pit mine

K ennecott's local 
boss. J. P 0 Keete. just as strongly 
teels that 
there is no historical 
signticance 
to 
the 
rem aining 
buildings in Bingham Canyon, and 
that acquisition ol the right - ot - 
way IS e.ssential to the continued 
growth ot his company and the 
mine 
I m a little inclined to be on the 
side ot the townspeople, tor 1 can 
rem ember the day when Bingham 
was still .something right out ot the 
old west 
As a young man growing

up in the Great Salt Lake Valley, 1 
recall that even as late as the 
thirties we looked upon Bingham as 
being almost a separate state. It 
w as in Utah, to be sure, but it 
seem ed that Bingham operated by 
its own laws without regard to state 
authority. 
There was open gambling, saloons 
existed in conllict with state laws, 
and ot course, there w ere the usual 
number ot bawdy houses normally 
tound in western towns where little 
or 
no 
law 
existed, 
and 
men 
outnumbered women three or tour 
to one. 
As late as the early 1900's, there 
w as even a small revolution in the 
com m unity 
against 
the 
m ine 
operators. Bingham Canyon, at the 
tim e, was a haven — or more 
actually, a prison — where Greek 
i m m i g r a n t s 
c a m e 
to 
tin d 
employment. 
The 
Greeks 
would 


arrive in large groups ot men. The 
women folk were left at home in the 
old country, while the men cam e to 
America to am ass small tortunes. 
The 
treatment 
attorded 
these 
immigrants 
was 
very 
close 
to 
slavery, and some ot them couldn't 
take it any longer. They armed 
them selves 
and 
prepared 
to 
do 
battle 
with 
the 
m asters. 
The 
officials of the state took a l(K)k and 
decided to let them work out their 
own differences, which they finally 
did. 
Bingham Canyon is no longer the 
thriving boom-town of over lO.lMfO 
people It once was They have all 
gone to greener pastures, finding 
em ploym ent elsewhere or moving to 
other small towns in the Valley. But 
the m em ory of better days lingers 
on. and will continue to do so even 
though Kennecott Copper believes 
otherwise

The center 
is 
located 
in 
the 
Central Administration Building on 
North A Street. 


It is a formidable 
and 
all 
pervading 
allv ot the teacher 
in 
every 
conceiv­ 
a b le 
e d u c a tio n a l 
situation. It sounds 
almost too good, but 
teachers assure m e 
it's all she says it is 
and more. 
My 
own 
experience 
with 
the 
center and with Mrs, Ratclitt had 
elem ents of confrontation that any 
library user will identify with. 1 
tailed to return som e m aterials I 
had borrowed and before long ( And 
com e to think ot it. it was more long 
than before.» she was right after 
m e 
She telephoned a couple ot 
tim es and finally cam e a note of 
urgency 
It wasn't anything 
she 
said, or even the way she said it. but 
rather som e indefinable something 
that made m e act 
I returned the 
m aterials and presumably my name 
IS now indellibly enscribed on a list 
ot those to be wary of 
.My only defense is that she was .so 
darned helpful and the materials she 
had to offer were so beguiling that 
at once I was like a hungry man 
being given a tour ot a wellstocked 
cafeteria 
For exam ple take this list ot 
things readily available to teachers 
and 
administrators;

center 
com es in 
three parts and 
.Mrs. 
Ratclitt seem s to be immer.sed in all 
three. There 
is the 
professional 
library ot 
about 
1.500 books, 
a 
t e a c h e r 
r e s o u r c e 
a r e a 
ot 
s u p p l e m e n t ä r y 
c 1 a s s r o o m 
m aterials; and a quantity ot sample 
textbooks that are up tor adoption in 
the school district 
In addition, the center has an 
apparently vast quantity ot audio 
visual material on a wide variety ot 
subjects 
There are according to

tilmstrips 
and 
tilms 
tor 
loan, 
records and related materials 
Mrs 
R atclitt 
also 
provides 
speakers tor classroom ust* 
She 


helps teachers plan clas.sroom trips 
and 
then 
coordinates 
the 
whole 
package 
Something like a travel 
agent. 
She also assists the high schools in 
scheduling 
speakers 
tor 
career 
days; 
provides 
a 
curriculum 
publication program for teachers 
As if all this wasn't enough she 
collects m aterials tor the Bill ot 
Rights program; ciKirdinates the 
.Newspaper 
in 
the 
Clas.sroom 
p r o g r a m 
w ith 
the 
R e c o r d : 
assem bles materials on family life 
and 
drug 
abuse 
programs; 
and 
com piles material helpful to new 
teachers such as information on 
housing, television receptujn. and 
how to find the teacher resource 
center 


Mrs. Ratclilf also knows all about 
buses, 
and 
is 
something 
ot 
a 
recognized expert in the care and 
feeding ot young travelers 
She's 
also ever vigilant in getting the 
m aterials 
that 
are 
borrowed, 
returned 


She didn't dwell on the latter 
characteristic in her presentation to 
the .school, but we know 


The .school board's experiment 
with
